STATE DEPARTMENT ACTS. 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 6.—[Special.]~The 
tate department today cabled to Tangier 
complete authorization for James Keeley of 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE and Assistant State’s 


Attorney Olson to act as commissioners of: 


the government of the United States in re- 
ceiving into their custody the person of Paul 
O. Stensland, the wreckér of the Milwaukee 
avenue bank. 

This authorization is called a warrant, and 
in the hands of the minister from the United 
States it acts as complete authority in com- 
missioning the two men as the personal and 
legal representatives of the power and au- 
thority of the president of the United States. 

Charles L. Binns, a stenographer from the 
Office of the state’s attorney in Cook county, 
arrived in Washington today and went tothe 
state department, where he hada conference 
with Acting Secretary Bacon and Mr. Scott, 
During that 
conference he was made acquainted with all 
that the state department has done in con- 
nection with the return of the fugitive to the 
United States. He was also told to com- 
municate with the authorities in Iilinois and 
secure from them a definite request for the 
state department to assist in arranging for 
the transportation of Stensland. 


Warrant Will Be Ready. 

It was arranged to have the warrants for 
the arrest of Stensland when he reaches this 
country meet Messrs. Keeley and Olson at 
the port of arrival, whatever that proves to 
be. The form of a warrant will be cabled in 
the méantime to Tangier, and it will be suffi- 
cient, when formally approved by the minis- 
ter from the United States, to warrant any 
merchant captain in taking Stensland and 
his captors aboard his ship. 

It has also been suggested that when it is 
determined what ship Stensland is to return 
on and at what port he will arrive all of the 
formalities possible looking to the extradi- 
tion of his person from the state into whose 
jurisdiction he will come will be complied 
with in advance. 

Department officials still talk of the possi- 


_Dility of losing Stensland in transit and of the 


necessity of his being brought on a through 
steamer which will not stop at any port en 
route where Stensland will come within the 
jurisdiction of another country. They have 
particularly cautioned Messrs. Keeley and 
Olson not to touch at any ports of France, be- 
cause our extradition treaty with that coun- 
try is of such a nature that the greatest dimi- 
culty would be experienced in extraditing 
Stensland if he once got into French juris- 
diction. 


Confidence in His Captors. 

Tt is probable the department will leave 
considerable latitude to the commissioners in 
charge of Stensland so that If one plan fails 
they can fall back upon another. They al- 
ready have demonstrated their resourceful- 
ness by dodging around after Stensland ina 
chartered torpedo boat. 

If all plans regarding merchantmen fall, or- 
Gers will be sent to the Glacier, the refriger- 


‘ating ship which is now returning from the 


Philippines, to stop at Tangier and take 
Stensland and his captors aboard. The act- 
ing secretary of state had a conference with 
Admiral Converse toddy and it was decided 
that with special orders the Glacier could 
reach Tangier in something more than two 
weeks. 

Presfdent Roosevelt has taken an intense 
inter@st in the Stensland case, because of the 
numerous telegrams he has received from 
people interested in Chicago, and today he 
talked at length with the acting secretary of 
state Heinstructed Mr. Bacon to use every 
possible means at the command of the gov- 


ernment to expedite the return of Stensland. 


Nothing Left Undone. 

7 Bacon, when seen at his home tonight, 
sald: ' 

The state department ig fully alive to the 
intense interest which the people of Chicago 
take in the return of Stensland, and we are 
doing everything in our power to expedite 
it. We are in constant communication with 
the state of Illinois and 
with our . tative at Tangier. 

We are overlooking no possibility for the 
safe and speedy return of Stensland to this 
country, where he an answer in the courts 
of justice. Nearly everything we do must 
be at the request and prompting of the 
authorities of the state of lillinois, but we are 
allowing mo technicalities and no red tape to 
stand in the way of speedy action.” 


ATTORNEY BARBOUR KEPT BUSY. 


Acting State’s Attorney Barbour spent all 
day yesterday in communicating with Wash- 
ington. Late in the day he received the fol- 
lowing telegram from Chief Stenographer 
C. L. Binns, who is in Washington: 

Warrant being prepared for president’s 
signature. Instructions -will be cabled to 
deliver Stensland to custody of Olson and 
TRIBUNE man.” 

From Mr. Olson at Tangier came the fol- 
lowing message to Gov. Deneen, who trans- 
mitted it to Mr. Barbour: 

Request Washington to permit Stensland 
to return with me without waiting for ar- 
rival of warrant. Heis willing and anxious 
to come. 


‘SEEK TO BUY BANK PROPERTY. 


S. S. Gorham Says Capitalists Will Pay 
$50,000 for Stensland Institu- 
tion Premises. 


Attorney Sidney S. Gorham has notified 
Receiver John. C. Fetzer of the wrecked Mil- 
waukee Avenue State bark that he will be 
prepared this morning to make a written pffer 
of $50.000 in cash for the bank premises as 
they stand, including that part of the site 
owned by it. The attorney says he represents 
capitalists who have secured pledges of finan- 
cial aid to start a new Bark. 

Mr. Fetzer toid Mr. Gorham that no sum 
under 850.000 would be considered. He added 
that as soon as the first offer has been made 
he will apply to Judge Brentano for permis- 
sion to receive bics for the property for a 
period of ten days. at the expiration of which 
time the bank will be sold. The assets and 
books then will be transferred to some cheap- 
er quarters in the loop district until the af- 
fairs of the bank are wound up.

Depositor Imitates Stensland.

authority of the president upon the sultan of 
Morocco, the wisdom of appointing the men 
who had made the arrest as official messen- 
gers, instead of waiting for police officers, 
and the danger of trusting the fugitive toa 
merchant ship stopping at ports where an 
appeal to the authorities successfully might 
be made, immediately were all apparent to 
the president. 

He was impressed particularly with the ac- 
tion of THE TRIBUNE in subordinating ite 
natural desire for a news story and in sup- 
pressing its knowledge of Stensiand’s where- 
abouts until it could put its hand actually, 
through its own representative, on the great 
criminal’s shoulder. 


Doesn’t.Hesitate a Minute. 

Immediately, without à moment’s hesita- 
tion, without stopping to deliberate whether 
he was violating or interfering with the tor- 
tuous course of international law, the presi- 
dent accepted the situation as it had been 
put to him on behalf of THE TRIBUNE and 
the outraged depositors of the Milwaukee 
Avenue bank. He asked me only what ships 
of war there could possibly be available. I 
had heard that the refrigerating ship Glacier, 
which, if I remember right, towed the dry 
dock Dewey to the Philippines, was on its 
way back to New York, and possibly might be 
in the vicinity of Tangier in the next two or 
three weeks. To cover thie and all other 
contingencies, the president began his dicta- 
tion of his dispatch to the state department 
and finished almost without taking breath, 
except the last three sentences. 

„ Will that do? asked the president. 

Of course it would, but I went on to say 
a few things about how Stensland had added 
the crime of forgery to that of embezzlement 
and had stolen his money from the poor 
and foreign born, who were not acquainted 
with American financial methogs. Thereupon 
the president added to his dispatch: 

“TI desire to go to any necessary extent in 
the effort to bring this man to justice. He is 
one of the most obnoxious types of criminals. 
He robbed hundreds of very poor people and 
is said to have caused several suicides.” 

This whole dispatch. of course, was an offi- 
clal direction by the president to the state 
department, and I had no notion he would 
permit its publication. He did permit its 
use, however, first of all because he realized 
its intense interest to the thousands of poor 
people in Chicago to whom he wished to give 
a message of comfort from the federal gov- 
ernment, and, secondly, because, as he said 
THE TRIBUNE was entitled to that much of 
recognition for the work it had done in this 
particular case. 


Doesn’t Try to Dodge. 

During the last Presidential campaign, and, 
most recently of all, during the last session 
of congress, the democratic critics of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt have attacked him because, 
as they have said, he constantly violated the 
constitution of the United States. That may 
be true, but, as the president has frequently 
said to his more intimate friends, his viola- 
tions, if any, have been of the letter and 
never of the spirit of the great bill of rights 
of the American people. 

The constitution frequently has been a con- 
venient thing for cowardly presidents to hide 
behind, but this man, at least, whatever may 
be his other faults, has never done that. 

In this Stensland case, & president who de- 
sired to escape responsibility would have 
had an excellent opportunity to do so. There 
is no extradition treaty with Morocco. That 
country is nominally under the control of 
the sultan, but practically it is ruled by a 
combination of European governments, to 
which the United States is only a nominal 
party. A timid man, or one bound by tradi- 
tions, would have found it only too easy to 
hide behind this situation, involving, as it 
undoubtedly does, the creation of grave in- 
ternational complications. 

It was refreshing, to say the least,-to find 
a man, and that one for the time being the 
greatest in the country, who was Instantly 
willing to take the desired action ih the in- 
terests of the people without the élightest 
regard to diplomatic traditions. In five min- 
utes the president set in motion the wheels 
of the state department by an executive or- 
der which puts the return of Paul Stensland 
within the scope of things personally insisted 
upon by the head of the American nation. 

It is a fitting climax to the extraordinary 
work of THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE in running 
down, arresting, and now in starting home- 
ward the greatest fugitive frem justice the 
city by the lake has ever known.

State Banking Commissioner 
Goes After Directors of 
Wrecked Company. 


NEW LIGHT ON LOOTING. 


Hearing of Men Under Arrest Re- 
veals an Audacious System 
of Robbery. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 6.—Responsibility 
of the directors of the wrecked Real Estate 
Trust company will be fixed by State Bank- 
ing Commissioner Berkey, who began an 
independent examination today. 

Mr. Berkey declared practically every di- 


rector of the Real Estate Trust company had 


certified to the correctness of the reports 
filed by the company with the state banking 
department. These reports, he said, appear 
to have been false. If his examination sus- 
tains the falsity of the reports, he said, he 
would proceed against the directors. 

The evidence presented through witnesses 
by District Attorney Bell at the first hearing 
of Adolph Segal, North, and Collingwood to- 
day disclosed the methods by which Segal 
and Hipple wrecked the trustcompany. The 
most damaging testimony was that to the 
effect that both Hipple and Segal had re- 
peatedly overdrawn their accounts with the 
knowledge of the treasurer and assistant 
tresurer. These overdrafts were carried as 
cash accounts. 

On the day Hipple died there was an over 
Graft of $64,000 against the president which 
was converted by Collingwood into a loan, 
showing Hipple's account to be apparently 
straight. These overdrafts of Hipple and 
Segal at times amounted to more than $800,- 
000 


Says Hipple Was “Money Mad.” 

There was on deposit in the bank approxi- 
mately $7,000,000 and the loans made to Segal 
amounted to $5,300,200. Many of the se- 
curities which have since been found to be m- 
sufficient were bonds and stocks in the Segal 
enterprises, and were approved personally 
by Hipple. 

Recelver Earle expressed the opinion that 
President Hipple was money mad and 
that there seemed to be no end to the variety 
of methods by whicn he juggled with secur- 
ities which fell into his hands, and concern- 
ing which he sought to deceive the directors. 

“He was not content with stealing the 
same bond or stock certificate once. said Mr. 
Earle, but did it several times over. He 
would, for instance, reecive a bond or cer- 
tificate as collateral for a loan, the security 
representing a safe margin. Then, if Mr. 
Segal came along asking for a loan and pre- 
senting. insufficient security, Mr. Hipple 
would take the good security deposited with a 
note of another man and place it with Segal’s 
note. 

In this manner the directors were brought 
to believe that the sound security was col- 
lateral for the loan to Segel. This sort of 
operation was repeated by Mr. Hipple as 
often as Mr. Segal's demands seemed to ren- 
der it necessary.“ 

Mr Earle said that these practices of Hip- 
ple had left the notes and papers relating to 
loans in almost inconceivable confusion. 


Used Trickery to Defraud. 

The substitution of bogus bonds for good 
bonds among the trust securities of the Pres- 
byterian general assembly board was ac- 
complished by Mr. Hipple through a species 
of sleight of hand. He went to the strong 
box in the vault containing the trust securi- | 
ties in question on the pretext of cutting | 
coupons in order to cash them and place 
the proceeds to the credit of the board. After 
the box was opened Hipple informed the clerk 
that somebody at the door wanted to see him 
fora moment. The clerk unsuspectingly left 
Hipple alone for this brief interval. The 
time was sufficient to enable him to substi- 
tute two bogus bonds for two genuine bonds, 
which he afterward hypothecated for the 
benefit of himself or Segal. 

Receiver Earle's plan for the reorganization 
of the defunct Real Estate Trust company 
was given to the printer tonight. It will be 
mailed to the depositors tomorrow. It pro- 
vides for the reopening of the bank by the 
payment of 30 per cent in cash to depositors 
and 30 per cent in preferred stock, guaran- 
teed by collateral bonds, 40 per cent to be 
paid within sixty days. The directors cf the 
Real Estate Trust company are to raise the 
necessary capital to make this settlement. 


HORSE IS LEFT TO SUFFER; 
CRUELTY AROUSES CITIZENS. 


Inefficiency of City Departments and 
Heartlessness of Street Car Men 
Blamed for Animal’s Misery. . 


The sufferings of a horse which had fallen 
into a street excavation between the car 
tracks at Madison and Market streets and 
was left there for three hours. yesterday 
morning aroused citizens to great indignation 
at the inefficiency of the city departments 
and the apparent indifference of the Union 
Traction officials. The animal, which was 
thrown into the hole by a street car and lay 
on one side with its neck twisted half under 
it, was rejeased at last through the agency 
of the Illinois Humane socity. 

J. R. Moore, who has an office in the Ta- 
coma building, was one of the persons who 
saw the horse and tried to bring help to It. 
He wrote his experiences to THE TRIBUNE, 
saying among other things: j 

“If a horse or a wagon were blocking the 
street cars, scarcely fifteen minutes would 
pass before a wrecking wagon would appear, 
but nothing was done by the car company 
until afternoon.’’ Then, Mr. Moore contin- 
ves, a crew came on the scene equipped with 
rotten ropes, which broke when the horse 
had been hoisted up a little, letting it fall 
back. 

IJ called up the mayor's office,” Mr. Moore 
wrote, and requested that a fire company 
report and hoist the horse out, and I was told 
the department would be notified. No fire 
company came. 

“In my opinion the city cannot boast of 
its greatness until it gets an administration 
and a police department with common hu- 
manity enough either to help poor dumb 
brutes out of their misery, or compel those at 
fault to do so.”

Judge Barnes, in the Superior court, yester- 
day enjoined the city police from further 
interference with the legitimate business of 
the Hotel Queen, one of the hotels recently 
closed in a spectacular police raid. The in- 
junction applies by agreement to the Stafford, 
the Great Western, and the Grand Hastern 


hotels. 

The victory is a doubtful one for the hotels. 
The word legitimate is variously inter- 
preted by the police and by the hotel proprie- 
tors. Judge Barnes, in explaining his de- 
cision, said he had no intention of protecting 
the immorality upon which these places 
thrive, but that the police had no right to 
retain the keys and keep the places closed 
to honest “ transients that came along. 

Attorney Frank Comerford, representing 
the police department, asked if the injunction 
would mean that the police would have to 
be taken away from the hotel doors. Judge 
Barnes said the police power of preventing 
vice would keep the officereon watch. This 
was held by Mr. Comerford to be sufficient 
for his purpose. 

Policemen to Watch Doors. 


In a statement issued after the decision, 
Mr. Comerford said: 

“The injunction issued by Judge Barnes 
will not interfere wigh the presence of uni- 
formed policemen at the doors of the dis- 
reputable hotels we have closed. These uni- 
formed policémen will see that the hotels are 
not made shelter places for vice and crime.

President Cole Announces 
Suits to Force More Candi- 
dates Are Under Way. 


WILL ACT: FOR FIVE MEN. 


Legality of Conventions Will Be 
Attacked on Gound Instruc- 
tions Were Defied. 


President Gecrge E. Cole of the Legislative 
Voters’ league made it plain yesterday the 
league intends to make a fight to a finish for 
its contention that political managers must 
nominate more candidates for the legislature 
than they have been in the custom of doing.

I can form no idea 
as to how the legal fight will work itself out, 
as the lawyers tell me that there are few 
precedents to go by. One thing is certain: 
We purpose exhausting every resource at 
out disposal towards restoring to the people 
the lost opportunity of really electing their 
representative. 

I do not expect that we will be over- 
whelmingly successful at this time, but I do 
hope and expect that our fight will educate 
and stir up the voters. to the point of rebel- 
lion, and then something is bound to happen.”

Gravely Tells the Court That the 
Voters Having Declared for Chica- 
go to Go Into the Street Car Busi- 
ness That Ought to Settle It-—At- 
torney Aldrich, However, Declares 
That the $75,000,000 Mueller Cer- 
tinchtes Cannot Be Issued Legally. 


Corporation Counsel James Hamilton Lew- 
is introduced novelty and interest yesterday 
into the formerly dry argument over the 
validity of the proposed issue of $75,000,000 
of Mueller law traction certificates, which 
has been going on before Judge Windes. 

Charles H. Aldrich of the counsel attack- 
ing the validity of the proposed certificates 
had made the point that the constitution of 
Illinois prohibited either the state or any 
municipality in it from lending its credit or 
advancing its money in aid of any railroad or 
canal, and Col. Lewis answered him. ; 

* Lately the legistature granted the city of 
Chicago the right to go into the street car 
business if it can raise the money,” Col. 
Lewis said. “At a recent referendum the 
people of Chicago voted in favor cf issuing 
these certificates. So the people ought to be 
allowed to do as they please, whether the 
constitution forBids it or not.“ 

Reply Made by Aldrich. 

The plea of the corporation counsel, how- 
ever, was enough to cause Mr. Aldrich to 
reply to it at length. 

I have never had any patience,” he 
said, with the argument made to a nisi 
prius judge that it made no difference how he 
decided an important case, as the responsibil- 
ity for the final decision .would be with the 
upper court. All of us who have anything 
to do with the administration of the law have 
taken ah oath to obey and support the consti- 
tution, and that oath is binding on us.“ 

Continuing Mr. Aldrich made the argument 
that the reason the state was prohibited from 
going into the railroad business by the conet!- 
tution of 1848 was because between 1830 and 
1836 it had gone bankrupt on railroad specu- 
lations and that afterwards the counties and 
cities had similar experiences, so that in the 
constitution of 1870 the prohibition on mu- 
nicipalities was added. The clause in the 
constitution, he contended, must be inter- 
preted in light of the knowledge that the 
people of Illinois put jt in the constitution 
as an inhibition of any further mistakes of 
the kind. 


Danger of Foreclosure. 

In the morning Frank H. Scott made the 
argument against the validity of the proposed 
certificates. He safd there was danger of 
fore closure proceedings by holders of bonds 
in the event the certificates are issued. He 
pointed out that if the city were unable to 
meet the interest on the bonds out of the 
revenue derived from the street railway sys- 
tem the holders of the bonds might foreclose 
33 mortgage. They would then, he de- 

red, be entitled to a twenty year franchise. 


IRRIGATION, NOT POLITICS, 
IS VICE PRESIDENT’S THEME. 


Mr. Fairbanks, Visiting His Son Here, 
Parries Questions and Discusses 
Farming and Use of Water on Land. 


Vice President Charles Warren Fairbanks 
spent several hours in Chicago yesterday as 
the guest of his son, Warren C. Fairbanks, 
50 Astor street, but he declined to discuss 
politics, He had been out west to deliver 
an address on irrigation, and that and the 
weather was all he would talk about. 

“It won't be a distant day,“ Mr. Fair- 
banks said, after successfully parrying ques- 
tions about Bryan and republican presi- 
dential) possibilities, when Illinois, Ohio, 
Iowa, Indiana, and other states of themiddle 
west will be irrigated.”’ 

This was a startling statement to come 
from six feet and several inches of con- 
servatism and Mr. Fairbanks was asked to 
elucidate. 

1 don’t mean to say that they will be 
irrigated in just the same way as the desert 
lands of the west, or that irrigation ever 
will be necessary to that extent,“ he ex- 
plained, In times of drought, however, 
you know as well as I do, if you are familiar 
with corn growing, that hundreds of thou- 
sands of bushels of grain are lost. 

“This loss occurs in a country threaded 
with lakes and rivers and smaller streams 
which send their water in a waste to the 
guif. As soon as the people begin to under- 
stand intensive agriculture they will take 
advantage of their water and they never will 
lose a crep. The lack of inténsive culture in 
this country will be seriously felt some day.” 

Mr. Fairbanks, who left in the evening for 
his home in Indianapolis, had been at Osawa- 
tomie and Dodge City, Kas., and Boise, 
Idaho, where he had madg addresees. He 
consented to speak at the laying of the cor- 
nerstone of the new county building in Chi- 
cago on Sept. 21.

Declares Its Advocacy by 
Roosevelt Will Be a Great 
Benefit to the Poor. 


SURPRISED AT CAR FARE.

Thinks Tax on Tramways Prefer- 


able in This City to Munic- 
ipal Ownership. 


Tim Healy, the fighting member ot par- 
liament, has become an ardent admirer of 
President Roosevelt. When he arrived in 
Chicago yesterday he could find no words 
too strong to express his Approval of the 
bold, daring president, and all because of 
the spelling reform.“ 

“ Your president's achievement in bringing 
about this spelling reform will be of far 
greater benefit than his work in bringing 
about peace between Japan and Russia, ex- 
claimed the Irish leader. And it certainly 
was a much bolder bit of work. 

The persons who will benefit by the reform 
are the working classes, who have no time to 
study the history of a word. Whatis the use 
of telling a child that t-o spells ‘tu,’ when 
he knows it spelis ‘toe’? The professors, 
teachers, publishers, and other persons who, 
through habit or financial interests, have be- 
come wedded to the old misleading style of 
spelling say it is a sacrilege to change the 
‘oughs’ and the ‘eighs’ and other idiotic 
methods of misspelling words. 


Gives Advice to Professors. 

But the working classes, who have but a 
shont time to spend at schools, cannot afford 
to waste a lot of time on learning a lot of 
stuff that is of no worth to them. The pro- 
fessors argue that thespelling will show the 
history of a word. them get the history 
from the dictionaries and let, the people 
who wish to read easily hunt up the history if 
they want it. 

„Why do you know, sir, that if you take 
the leading article in any morning paper to- 
day and place it in the hands of any 10 year 
old child in one of ‘your Chicago public 
schools, that the child will be unable to read 
it in an intelligible manner, although he 
may have gone to school four years? All 
because of the misleading spelling. The arti- 
cle probably will not have any words or 
phrases in it that a child shouldn’t be able to 
read, but he can’t do it. 


Tells How Milton Spelled. 

„Milton spelled the word ‘sovereign’ 
S-O-vV-e-r-a-n, but some printer’s devil or 
somebody else decided that a sovereign 
ghould reign, so reign it is, although it 
doesn’t spell the word we mean. That is 
why you Americans are getting to pronounce 
your words different from the English. Did 
you ever notice that you are dropping the 
rs in many of your’words, and that you 
often hear such words as Sherman pro- 
nounced Shoiman ? All because of the lax 
methods of pronunciation and, rigid rules of 
spelling. 

Carnegie, by his work on the simplified 
spelling board, has done more for the Ameri- 
cans than he has by planting libraries about 
the country. He has assisted the general 
public in making opportunities for them to 
read, but far more in making it possible for 
many with limited education to read.“ 


Street Car Fare Surprises Him. 

Mr. Healy was surprised when he was com- 
pelled to pay two pehce ha’ penny fora 
ride of one block in a street car. He felt sure 
‘*such a tram ride in Dublin would have cost 
but a ha’ penny.“ 

Then Mr. Healy had praise for Chicago's 
new pavements. 

When I was herein 1881 I noticed: that you 
hed, as your citizens boasted, rich, deep 
soil. In fact, I noticed it was at least three 
feet deep, for the carriages always went into 
the mud that deep in driving about the main 
streets. Since that time you have covered 
up the soil with good pavements,“ he com- 
mented. 

Talks of Municipal Ownership. 

Mr. Healy was asked what he thought of 
government ownership of railroads. 

“I can’t say.“ he replied, but it seems 
to me greater federal control is a step in the 
right direction. Municipal ownership works 
well in Glasgow and some cther cities in Eu- 
rope, but it does not follow that it would be 
successful here, where politics plays such a 
big part in the conduct of affairs. It seems to 
me it would be far better to have the tram- 
ways pay an annual rental for the use of the 
streets. That plan is followed in Dublin, 
where I believe $75,000 or $80,000 is paid each 
year.”’ . . 

Mr. Healy placed the stamp of his approval 
on the working of, the Irish land bill, and 
stated that between 22 and 23 per cent of the 
land has already passed into the hands of 
the peasantry. 

Mr. Healy will be in Chicago but a few days 
—he says the fewer the better, because of the 
heat of the elty, which he cannot stand. He 
has not yet decided where he will go from 


here. 
Will Judge at Hurling Match. 

Mr. Healy will judge the hurling match at 
the Irish fleld day under the auspices of the 
Gaelic society, scheduled for last Sunday, 
but postponed on account of unfavorable 
weather until next Sunday. The match will 
be held at West Chicago Driving Club park. 
Mr. Healy is an ardent admirer of Irish sport 
and is a member of the Gaelic Athletic as- 
sociation, the rules of which will govern the 
games. The events will be running, jumping, 
weight throwing, hurling, Irish dancing, and 
singing in the Irish language.

ST. PETERSBURG; Sept. 6.—The imperial 
decree suthorizing the institution of field 
courts martial throughout the larger part of 
the empire is regarded with disquietude. 
While it is realized that it may be a necessary 
measure in dealing with mutinies, armed 
uprisings, and eonditions of terrorism and 
anarchy, such as prevail in Poland, the Bal- 
tic provinces, and the Caucasus, it is claimed 
that arbitrary and unscrupulous officials are 
likely to abuse the powers conferred upon 
them. | 


Black Walls and Firing Squads. 


Drafters of incendiary proclamations to the 
army, navy, and peasants who hitherto have 
had no worse punishment to fear than im- 
prisonment or deportation are ow picturing 
to themselves black walls and uring squads. 
It is, however, apparently intended only to 
make the provisions of the ukase applicable 
in grave cases, since the military courts are 
not permanent and must be specially consti- 
tuted on each occasion. It is probable that 
they will only be resorted to in cases similar 
to the assassination of Gen. Min and the 
attempt on the life of Premier Stolypin, 
where prolonged trials keep the accused 
persohs prominently in the eyes and sym- 
pathies of the public. 


Converted to Land Expropriation. 


A hint of Premier Stolypin’s conversion to 
the expropriation of private estates to a 
limited extent, which it is stated has occurred 
since his assumption of the premiership, is 
given in his reference to the agrarian prob- 
lem. He said hé was convinced that the dis- 
tribution of the crown appanage lands by 
ordinary purchase operations through the 
Peasants’ bank was not entirely adequate. 
In some, though not in many, provinces it 
would be necessary. to expropriate land and 
make reasonable compensation for it, but 
his views, the premier added, were not.shared 
by all his colleagues. , 


WARSHIP RIVALS DREADNOUGHT 


Germany’s New Vessel Will Carry Six- 


teen Big Guns, Compared to Ten 
for British Craft. 


[RY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Sept. 6.—According to the Co- 
logne Gazette the new German 19,000 ton 
tattleship, which will be a rival of the 
Dreadnought, will, carry sixteen big guns, 
compared with the Dreadnought’sten. They, 
however, will be of smaller caliber, although 
their enormots length of forty-six feet will 
enable them to carry an unusually heavy 
charge, while the projectile will be 280 
pounds heavier than any of the present 
German projectiles.

MANY INSTRUCTORS AGREE TO 
USE SIMPLIFIED SPELLING. 


More than 825 University and Other 
Teachers Approve New System— 
Western Schools Take It Up. 


New York, Sept. 6.—The simplified spelling 
board, prior to Aug. 1, 1906, had received the 
signatures of 825 college presidents, pro- 
fessors, instructors, and university officers 
who had agreed to use the 300 words as far 
as practicable in theirown correspondence. 

This university influence is greatest in New 
York state, where more than 130 persons con- 
nected with universities and colleges have 
joined the movement; Illinois comes next 
with 130 signers; Massachusetts is third 
with 92; California comes next with 67; Mich- 
igan, 52; Missouri, 42; Pennsylvania, 81, and 
Connecticut, Indiana, Kansas, and Maryland 
each have more than 20 champions of the 
new spelling in their higher institutions of 
learning. 

The remainder are scattered m varying 
numbers thréughout the other states. Since 
Aug. 1, a number of university men have 
been added.

Motorists from Chicago and surrounding

It is estimated at least 200 automobiles were 
at the climb, some of them as contestants, 
but the great majority carrying Sight seers. 
The spectators saw a unique contest—a dou- 
ble hill climb in which there were no acci- 
dents and in which a handicap system was 
tried for the first time in this country, with 
treat success. 


Victory for Perry. 

Four classes were run, the one designed 
for steamers being called off because only 
one car had entered. In class A, for cars 
listing at $1,000 and under, James Levy, 
driving an Autocar runabout, won the hon- 
ors, with the Buick Motor company’s Buick 
second, and A. A. Belford’s Autocar third, 

In the afternoon the scene was moved to 
the north of the town, the half-mile hill 
there being taken from a flying start. Here 
the battle for time honors was fierce. The 
Ilisley Stevens-Duryea put it to :46%, then 
Hoffmann in the Pierce equaled the mark. 

The results were arrived at by a handicap 
system which consisted of taking the cylinder 
area of each car and multiplying it by the 
time in seconds, then dividing by the weight 
of the machine. In this way it was not 
always the case of the car making the fastest 
time winning. 

C. P. Warner & Co. had entered their Mo- 
line cer in the races, but through some 
blunder of the railroad it failed to arrive in 
time for the morning climb. It tock part in 
the afternoon race.

Money Movements. 

The secretary of the treasury did what Wall 
street expected and came to the relief of the 
money market.
